Note From The Artistic Director 
Welcome, Patrons of tbe Arts 


In 1981, a cadre of three individuals from Rutgers University, 
New Brunswick, NJ, who all hailed from Newark, NJ (Evelyn-Ayana 
Bateman, Reginald C. Brown and myself) made a pledge to form a 
theatre company that would hold true to the values and concepts 
that were taught to us in college. 


These values and concepts spoke to the concerns and needs of 
African-American people, in particular, and to humankind in 
general, for a better, more compassionate and understanding way of 
living. 


These are hard and high standards to maintain especially when 
more “(гадіцопа!” forms of theatre were/are in high demand. 
“Issue” oriented theatre was/is not as popular as it was in the 60's 
and early to mid 70's. 


Eight years have past and needless to say, we bave survived. Our 
mission is still the same: to perform, produce, direct and create 
theatre that explore the complexities of the African-American 
Experience in particular and the Human Experience in general, by 
using a variety of theatrical forms that create a theatrical 
experience for the audience, not just а “play”. As our mentor, 
Avery Brooks once said, “We are not bound by Reality, we create 
Reality.” 


Why Shakespeare? Well due to the fact that the Greeks were 
directly influenced by African culture and Shakespeare was highly 
influenced, morally, by Aesop, the African philosopher. The 
performing of MacBeth by an African-American cast, giving the play 
an Afrocentric perspective did not seem an unreal premise to me. 
Also, it is my belief that although Shakespeare is a great writer. He 
is no greater than Lorraine Hansberry, August Wilson, Adrienne 
Kennedy, James Baldwin, Ntozake Shange, Richard Wesley, Aisha 
Rahman, Leslie Lee and the list goes on. 


MacBetb is the tale of а man and woman who convince 
themselves that Evil is Good. Given the Moral condition of our 
nation and world, I can think of no better cautionary tale than this 
powerful play.
